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that title ; though intruth they deſerue that 
wee ſhould ſeparate firſt from them. Wee 
might in one word encreaſc the puniſhment 
by bandling the two Jatter parts, as wee haue 
layed open the faulr by diſcourſing the foure 
former . Burt 7 am nor wont to inſulr ouer 
their infirmittes more then needes F muſt, 
whoſe errours and euill courſes 7 cannot 
chooſe butpitic from my yerie heart. One- 
lie lhad thought to haue giuena rouch tou- 
ching languithing away , as Saint Pau/ heere 
callsit, and hanging their Harpes vpon the 
wiltull trees,that might make good melodieto 
the recouering of ſoules, if they would applic 
them rightly , and welcomming home of the 
prodigall{onne againe. 

For, letthemnorrell ys, they would doeir, 
but for conditions: It is roo nice in them of c6- 
{cience,not to reachthe cup, butafter a ſeruice 
of their own;v4hen wethatare ready to periſh 
forthirſt, are content ro drink the wine outof 
any hand. Remember,[ pray you,the Lamen- 
ration of Dawidouer 4brer being (laine, and 
ſee if it farte not more than ordinarie to our 
purpoſe.

No body compelled him, nobody conſtrai- 
ned him, no body forced him, bur his owne 
will was his owne ouerthrowe, his owne our- 
ſtanding his owne vndoing , and the bartell 
was fought betweene him and himſelfe, What 
wiltthou anſwer to the Lord inthatday, what 
ſhall chy excuſe bee to him, for {lacking thy 
hand , which thou hadſt put ſo mantully vnto 
the plough, and ſmothering the talent thar he 
lentthee of his good grace, notina napkinof 
vaprofitable modeſtic,but(which is worſe) in 
ſauffe,and pelting diſcontent ? 

Is this to ſtirre vp the gift of God that is in 
thee, as S. Paul bids [ :mothie ro doe inthis E- 
piſtle 2 isrhis ro become all ro all, that thou 
mighteſt gaine ſome?whichthou ſhouldeſt do 
by his example; whereas thou ſtandeſt ypon 
ſachſtrianeſle, as thou wilt bee like none bur 
thy (clfe. Is this not to iangle about words to 
no profit, butonely to the ſubuerſion of the 
hearcrs? ls thisnot to offtznde thy Chriſtian: 
brother, which offendeſt the whole congrega- 
tion of Chriſt, for feare of offence? Nay,is not 
this to- be dceliuered-ouer, bound hand 8 foot 
to: perperuall doing nothing , before the ſen»

tenceofthe Jaſt Tudge ? 

Why mightnotthy wit be as well occupied
